I muſt now take my Leave of Lyz1a, 
with only . mentioning that I found means to 
por one Letter convey d to her, which was the 
that paſt bet yeen us, and ſpeak ſomething 
of my Voyages and Travels, which laſted al- 
moſt four Vears; during which, among ſeve- 
ral other Places, Valentia (one of the nobleſt 
Cities of all Spain) was one; it is ſituate in a 
large Vega, about threeſcore Miles Compaſs, 
where there is the ſweeteſt Wines, moſt excel- 
lent Almonds, the beſt Oils, and moſt beauti- 
ful Females of all Spain, for the prime Cour- 
tiſans in Madrid and elſewhere are had hence; 
the very Brute Animals make themſelves 
Beds of Roſemary, and the fragrant Flowers 
Hereabouts, and while I was at Sea, the Wind 
blowing freſh from the Shore, I ſmelt this 
Soil manyLeagues before I came inSight of it, 
by reaſon of the ſtrong odoriferous Flavour it 
caſts. As this is the moſt pleaſafit, ſo it is al- 
ſo the moſt temperate Clime of all Spain, and 
commonly call'd Italia Secunda, or Second Italy, 
which made the Moors, many Thouſands 
whereof were baniſh'd hence to Barbary, to 
think that Paradice was in that part of the 
Heavens which hung over this City. At Old 
Sagunto, call'd now Mornedre, about twelve 
Miles diſtant from this Place, I ſaw many 
Monuments of Roman Antiquities ; amongſt 
others, there is the Temple dedicated to 
Venus, when the Snake came about her 
. 
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eck, a little before Hannibal came thither. 
he next Place I went to, worthy Notice, 

was Alicant, in Spain likewiſe; where I was 
ſhewn a Commodity of theirs, call'd, Barillia, 
which is a kind of Vegetable, and it grows no 
where upon the Surface of the Earth in that 
Perfection as here: The Venctians have it 
from hence, and it is a Commodity whereb 
this Meritime- Town doth partl ſubſiſt, for it 
is an Ingredient that goes to os making of 
the beſt Caſtile-Soap. It grows on a ſound, 
thick, earthy Shrub, that bears Berries like Bar- 
baries, but between blue and green, lying 
cloſe to the Ground, and when it is ripe, they 
dig it up by the Roots, and put it together 
in Cocks, where they leave it to dry many 
Days like Hay ; atter having done this, 
they make a Pit about a Fathom deep in 
the "Earth, and then put Fire to. the Tufts, 
and when the Fire comes to the Berries, they 
melt, and diſſolve into an azure Liquid, and 
fall down into the Pit till it be full; after 
this, they damp it up, and when it has =» 
ſo two or three Days, they 35 it again, and 
find this Barillia-Juicè turn'd to a blue Stone 
it being ſo hard, that it is ſcarce malleable. 
There is alſo another ſ purious Flower grows, 
here, call'd Gazull, but the Glaſs that is made 
of this, is not ſo reſplendent and clear. 
From hence I went to Venice, in which Paſ. 
ſage we paſt thro', at leaſt touch'd all thoſe 
Seas which Horace and other antient Poets 
ſing of ſo often, viz. the Ionian, Afgean, 


Tarian, Dyrbene and Adrian Seas, Venice 
: ſtanding 
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ſtanding in the Mouth of the laſt. We like- 
| wiſe paſs'd by tua, the Infames Scopulos, 
Acrocerannia, and thro' Sylla and Charibdis, 
which the antient Poets, both Greek and Latin, 
make mention of ſo often, but they are not 
near ſo horrible or dangerous as they make 
them to be, being two white keen-pointed 
Rocks, that lie under Water diametrically 
oppoſed ; but there are Pilots well ſkill'd 
in this Paſſage, who bring Ships thro* with 
great Safety. ina was more furious than 
uſual when we paſſed by, as I was inform'd, 
Me uſeth to be ſometimes more than others, 
eſpecially when the Wind 1s Southward, for 
then ſhe is ſubject to throw out Fire more 
Hercely than at other times. We paſs'd by 
Corinth (now Raguſa) but I was not ſo happy 
as to touch there. 

1 muſt not forget to mention my being at 
Rome during my Travels, tho* I. made but 
a ſhort ſtay there, I finding the Air not to 
agree with me, which I take to be owing to 
their burning of Stubble to cauſe fat Land. 
The Antiquities of this Place would take up 
'a large Volume to give any tolerable Account 
of them, and theretore I ſhall paſs them over, 
except a few which are very particular, ſuch 
as Veſpatians Amphitheater, where 80,000 Peo- 
ple might fir ; the Stories of Anthony, divers 
rare Statues at Belveder and St. Peter's, eſpe- 
cially that of Laocoon, the Obeliſk; in ſhort, 
the People of Rome have been ſo much taken 
with Imagery, Limning, Sculptures, &c. that 
1 belieye I may fay there is as great a 9 
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ber of Statues and Pictures there, as there are 
living Souls. One Antiquity, among others, 
is very remarkable, becauſe of the Change of 
Language,which isan antient Column, erected 


as a Trophy for Duillius the Conſul, after a 
tft famous N 


aval Victory obtain'd e the 
Carthagenians in the ſecond Punic 
theſe Words are engraven and remain legible 


to this Day: Exemet lecoines Maciſtrates Ca- T 


ſtreis exfocient pugnandod capet enque, navebas 
. marid Conſul, &c. I will now give an Ac- 


count of my being at Barcelona (a wealthy 
City, ſituated 8 the Mediterranean, and 


is the Metropolis of the Kingdom of Ca- 


tolonia, in old Times call'd, Hiſpania Tar. 
raconenſis) nor can I forbear mentioning the 


Difficulty with which I got there; for, be- 
ſides the monſtrous Ruggidneſs and Abrupt- 
neſs of the Way, all theſe Parts (the Pyre- 
mes) are peſter*d with Thieves by Land (call'd 
Bandoleros) and Pyrates on the Sea-fide,' 


which lie ſculking in the Hollows of the 


Rocks, and often ſurprize Paſſengers una 
wares, and carry them Slaves to Barbary on 
the other Side. The ſafeſt way, I was in- 
form'd, to reach this Place, was to take a 
Barbon in the Habit of a Pilgrim (which I did) 
whereof there are Abundance that perform 
their Vows this way to the Lady of Monſerat, 
one of the prime Places of Pilgrimage in Chri- 
ſtendom, being a ſtupendious Monaſtery, built 
on the Top of a huge Land-Rock, whither 


it is impoſſible to go up, or come down by 


a direct way, but by a Path that is cut out

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full of Turnings and Windings; and on the! 
Head of this craggy Hill: chere is a Flat, 
upon which the Monaſtery and Place of Pil- 
image is funded, where there is ſeen a 
icture of the VI RMI Mar y ſun-burnt and 
tawny; and hither a great Number of People 
from all Parts of Europe reſort.  _..) 
J perceiv'd, as J paſs'd thefe Hills of thæ 
Nyreniss, a great Number of the poor La- 
bradors (People of the Country) whom I 
had an Opportunity of * with more 
than I deſired, becauſe the Bandoleros (Thieves) 
were making an eagar ſearch for Prey, whoſe 
Fare I found to be little better, in point of 
Eood, than the very Brute Animals, for their 
ordinary Commons is no better than Graſs 
and Water (which indeed may ſeem incredible 
to us of the more refinꝰd World) only they 
take great Care to preſerve within their Houſes 
aà Bottle of Vinegar, and another of Oil, and 
when Dinner or Supper- time comes, which 
they obſerve at conſtant ſer Times, they go 
out and gather their Graſs: or Herbs, and ſo 
caſt the Ingredients above-mention'd over 
them, and this, with now and then a ſmalh 
Quantity of Bread and Wine, is their conſtant: , 
; Theſe Natives of the Place inform'd me, 
that there was found on ſeveral Mountains 
here, vaſt Quantities of Gold in former; 
Times; but whether I may depend on what 
they ſay, I know not, and theReaſon thiey.give 
for their being barren of it now, is ſo ridli- 
culous, that I ſhall forbear —

They likewiſe inform'd me, that there had 
been Means uſed, many Years ago, to de- 
ſtroy thoſe wicked Thieves, the Bandoleros, 
but that they are now grown ſtrong again, 
and frequently make their Prey on Paſſengers. 

It was with the greateſt Difficulty that: I 
reach*d the wiſh*d-for Place, though I muſt 
own, I was in ſome Meaſure made amends 
for my Toil and Labour when J got there, 


by being freed from a violent Pain in my 


Limbs, which I had contracted thro? a great 
Cold I got while at Sea, and which grew ſa 
violent that I was not able to get the leaſt 
Reſt of Nights, the Pain always coming more 
ſtrong upon me, when I was warm in Bed. 
The Reader will ſay I was very fortunate to 
meet with a Remedy in ſo remote a Part of 
the World, and more ſo, when I let him 
know how I came to have it adminiſter'd to 
me, which was by a Perſon who was ſhip- 
wreck*d, and by mere Chance drove on a ſmall 


uninhabited Iſland on the Coaſt of New Spain, 


generally call'd Tortugas (which I ſhall ſpeak 
more of anon). He had not been there above 
fifteen Hours before the Ship I was in was 
oblig*d, by Streſs of Weather, to make di- 
rectly to the above-mention'd Iſland, where 
we found the Perſon who afterwards was of 
ſuch infinite Service to me, not only as a 
Guide and Fellow- Traveller by Land, but 
alſo prov'd to me the beſt of Phyſicians, AF 
ter we had taken him on board, and refreſh'd 
him, he began to be pretty cheerful, and 
on diſcourſing him, I found he had been'a 


* 
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great Traveller, that he was a good Judge 
of the French, Spaniſh, Italian and Portugueze 
| Tongues, and. that he was well acquainted 
1 with moſt Parts of Spain, it being chiefly by 
| his Perſuaſion that I undertook the trouble- 
ſome Journey before-mention'd, which indeed 
provꝰd a fortunate one to me, by getting rid 
of thoſe fix d Aches and Pains I had ſo long 
been troubled with, after taking numberlets 
things to no purpoſe, which he compleated 
by a Diet-Drink made from the Herbs thoſe 
Parts produce in great Quantities. 
Before we left Tortugas, we found, upon 
examining into it, that it was near twenty - 
4 five Leagues from St. Fee, on the Coaſt of 
+ New Spain, that it was not inhabited, but as 
| it lies on the Spaniſh Coaſt, I ſuppoſe thoſe 
of that Country lay Claim to it. This Iſland 
is wholly indebted to Nature for its Produce, 
which conſiſts only in Salt, form'd in Ponds, 
« lying about two or three hundred Yards di- 
_ + ſtant from the Sea, with which, having an 
immediate Communication, it is furniſh*d with 
à proper Menſtruum to put the ſaline Parti- 
cles in Action, which the whole Iſland ſeems 
to be * with. Thus Solution be- 
ry ing perform'd, and the aqueous Humidity 
Y evaporated by the exceſſive Heat of the Sun, 
| the Film appearing on the Surface, ſpontane- 
1 . ouſly ſhoots into Chriſtal ; this Solution be-

good Friend conſecrated the major part of

a Traveller, render'd him capable of giving 
me a double Pleaſure in his Company, he 
not being given in the leaſt to romance, as 
moſt Travellers are, but on the contrary, 
was the moſt diſcreet and truly pious Perſon 
J ever met with. I have often heard him 
ſay, that the greateſt Difficulty he ever met 
with, was in drinking the various: ſorts of 
Liquors for conſtant Drink, according to the 


ſeveral Cuſtoms of the Countries he paſt 5 
thro? ; for, ſays he, the Tartars chiefly drink 


Mare's Milk, which, I believe is the Cauſe 


they are bigger than ordinary; in Aſia there 


is no Beer drunk at all, nor much Wine, but 


an incredible Variety of other Drinks made 


of Dates, dried Reaſons, Rice, divers ſorts 
of Nuts, Fruits and Roots; in the Ori- 
ental Countries, ſuch as Cambaia, Calicut, 
Narfingha, there is a Drink call'd Banque, 
which they count rare and precious, and it is 


the Height of Entertainment they give their 


Gueſts before they go to ſleep, like that 


Nepenthe which the Poets ſpeak ſo much of, 


for it cauſeth pleaſing Dreams, and delight- 
fal Fancies. Sc. this, ſays, my good Friend, 
| ſmiling, 
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ſmiling, will accommodate itſelf to the Hu- 
mour of the Sleeper ; for, if he be a Soldier, 
he will dream of Victories, and taking of 
Towns ; if he be in Love, he dreams of his 
Miſtreſs, Sc. In the Moluccas and Philippines, 
there 1s a curious Drink, calPd Tampory, made 
of a kind of Gilli-flower, and another Drink, 
.calPd Otraqua, that comes from a Nut, and 
is the more general Drink; in China the 
have a holy kind of Liquor, made of ſuc 
fort of Flowers, for ratifying and binding of 
Bargains, and having drank thereof, they 
hold it no leſs than Perjury to break what 
they promiſe ; and ſo they ſay of the Wa- 
ter that is found in a River in Bithynia, 
8 whoſe Virtues, they ſay, will diſcover a Per- 
* jurer, for if he drink thereof, it will imme 
-diately boil in his Stomach, and put him to 
viſible Torture *. This calls to my mind, ſays 
my Friend, the River Shi among the Poets, 
which the Gods were uſed to ſwear by, and 
it was the greateſt Oath for Performance of 
any thing: :

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which they wear for their Cloathing ; it bears 
huge Nuts, which have excellent Food in 
them; it ſhoots out hard Prickles about a 


Fathom long, and thoſe arm them; with 
the Bark they make Tents, and the dotard 


Trees ſerve. for Firing. Africk alſo has a 


great Number of Drinks, as having more 
need of them, it being far the hotteſt Coun- 


try; in Guinea of the Lower Ethiopia. there is 


a famous Drink, call'd Mingol, which iſſueth 
out of a Tree much like the Palm, being 
bored ; but in the Upper Ethiopia, or the He- 
baſſins Country, they drink Mead decocted 
in a different manner; there is alſo much 
Wine there ; the common Drink of Barbary, 
after Water, is that which is made of Dates; 
in Egypt, formerly there was a Beer drank, 
in Latin call'd Zichus, which was no other 
than a Decoction of Barley and Water; but 
the famous Compoſition which is at preſent 
drank among them, is call'd Chiſi, made of 
divers Cordials and provocative Ingredients, 
which they throw into Water to make it 
guſtful ; this is likewiſe uſed in Fumigation, 


Sc. but the more common Drink of Egypt 


is the Nile Water, which 1s yellowiſh and 
thick, but if a few Almonds are put into a 
large Pot-full of it, it becomes clear imme- 


 diately ; there are divers Reports of its Vir- 


tues, one of which is, that it is an infallible. 
Cure for barren Women. The pure Wine 
Countries are Greece, withall her Iſlands, aly, 
Spain, France, one part of Germany, Hungary, 
with divers Countries thereabouts, and 5 t 5 
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Iſlands of the Mediterranean and Alanticg 
Seas. 

While I was in this Country it was, that I 
receiv'd the News of my Father's Death, and 


that, as my good Friend who wrote aſſured 


me, there was but ſmall Hopes of my Mo- 
ther's Life, ſhe taking the Death of my ho- 


*Imour'd Father, and her render Huſband ſo much 


to Heart. I need not take any Pains here to 


make the Reader believe I made all the Haſte 


I could poſſibly. to England on the receiving 
this News, not only becauſe I was ſole Heir 
to a plentiful Eſtate, but likewiſe to ſatisfy 
the great Deſire I, had to ſee my Mother. 
In my Paſſage home, nothing. extraordi» 
nary happen'd ; but the Wind and all things 
favouring my _—_ I reach'd home a 
bout the latter End of Auguſt, and found 


I had loſt both Father and Mother. My 
Grief on this Occaſion was great; but 1 


ſhall ſay no more of that, it being what 
is natural in all ſuch Caſes. I was not yet 
of Age by near two Tears, during which Time 
1 ed myſelf to Learning, and made a 
great Progreſs therein.
